For similar collecting services we are being compensated, and v e 


ft»l that we should a;«o be reasonably compensated for the collection 
erf the Lee County Taxes. A considerable amount of time and work is 
consumed m, making this service and it was the opinion of the differ- 
ent officer* present at our meeting that a charge of lOc for each 
tax statement handled would be a reasonable compensation, fair both 
to the County and to the Banks. I might add that a very small 
portion of the funds collected remains with th*- Banks after the dis- 
tribution of the taxes is made, so it IB Impossible for the Banks to 
depend oe tha balance remaining in the Treasurer's account for an 
mrewtment possibility.
